The gross costs of the Wil- 
mington Urban Renewal Project 
are estimated to be $1,246,010 
the Board of Selectmen and

Urban Renewal Director Ja es 
W. Franklin, speaking for the 
Authority, told a group of

It has no 
preconceived position of friendship or hostili- 
ty to the proposal made by the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority.

A lot of 
money has been spent, and a lot more may be 

: spent, and the voter is entitled to fair, ac- 
curate, and concise information, in order to 

q best make up his mind. 

| Wilmington Square, the area proposed for the 
Urban Renewal project has been described by 
some as "Deadwood Gulch". The description fits 
in part, for there are old buildings there 
which have outlived their usefullness. 

Wilmington Square is a gift of the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad. The artificial hill, ‘the 
drainage problems, and other facts of life per- 
taining to the area stem from the presence of 
What is now the Boston-Lowell branch of the 
Boston & Maine. 

Wilmington Square can probably be best de- 
scribed as a Traffic Problem surrounded by a 
Swamp, and hemmed in by a Railroad. A large 
area has to be denuded of peat, and consider- 
able fill and drainage problems have to be 
solved before there is any real improvement. 

Urban Renewal can do this. We don't believe 
private enterprise can because the power of 
Eminent Domain is needed for a project of this 
character. 

This we can say for the proposition - it can 
do in a few years what 50 years of hapazard ef- 
fort could never do - and the work is needed. 

The Cost 

Wilmington's share of the cost will come to 
$343,000, which is a lot of money, in anyone's 
language. 

But Wilmington need not spend all this money 
if it should accept the proposition. Much of 
the money spent will be for road construction, 
which can be done under Chapter 90 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. Wilmington would only provide 25¢ of 
each dollar in such circumstances, but would 
receive full credit. 

Much can be done by the town in providing 
fill, and in providing drainage - and the town 
could utilize the provisions of Chapter 81 we 
believe, in the drainage problem. 

Improvement costs of the type that Le 
ton could handle, come to a total of $290,910. 
We think the town would spend less than $200, 
000, if it worked wisely, to accomplish this. 

Taken as an overall project, it would be 
worth the money. 

What About Private Rights? 

This, in our mind, is the crux of the pro- 
blem. There are some valuable pieces of proper- 
ty in the area, in which the owners are loathe 
to make a change - and these owners have the 
right to have their problems recognized. 

There is too, the problem of Friendship 
Lodge of the Masons.

HISTIRY OF THE 
URBAN RENEWAL PROJECT 

A brief history of the pro- 
ject shows that it has been 
discussed since October 1956. 
In March of 1957 the first 
Town Meeting approval was vo- 
ted, together with a sum of 
$1000 for expenses for filing 
the application. 

On June “24, 1957 the Wilming- 
ton Housing Authority com- 
pleted their application and 
presented it to the Selectmen 
together with a resolution for 
their approval. 

The Selectmen signed the re- 
solution on August 5, 1957 and 


it was submitted the next day 
to the State Housing Board. 
The State Housing Board sign- 
ed approval on Sept. 25, 1957 
and on Sept. 26th the wWil- 
aington Housing Authority for- 
warded it to the New York of- 
fice of the Housing and Home 
Finmee Agency. 

On April 22, 1958 the HHFA 
approved of the application of 
Project Eligibility, and fur- 
ther approved of a sum of $49, 
235 for survey and planning. 
It set aside a Capital Grant 
Reservation of $400,000 for 
the project. 

The Wilmington Housing Author 
ity submitted its Project and 
Eligibility Report to the HHA 
on March 12, 1959, 

On April 22nd the HHFA ap- 
proved the Project Eligibility 
report and approved of an ad- 
ditional $12,765, bringing the 
total sum to $62,000. 

On Feb 19, 1960 the Wilming- 
ton Housing Authority submit- 
ted to the Selectmen a Resol- 
ution calling for an addition- 
al $16,200. It was not ap- 
proved by the Selectmen. 


On Feb 29th the same resol- 
ution was submitted to the 
Selectmen a second time. Ro- 
bert M. Groberg, of the New 
York Office of the HHFA was 
present at this meeting. 


The Selectmen voted to refuse 
any action until after the 
Annual Town Meeting. 

The HHFA, on March 6th., in 
order to get the work finished 
approved an Amendatory Appli- 
cation by the MIA for $6000.

On @ wet Tuesday morning o 
this week, at the junction of 
the old abandoned Woburn Loop 
and the Boston Lowell route of 
the B&M a group of about 50 
men, water dripping down their 
collars, watched Wilmington’ s 
latest industrial plant swing 
into operation. 

Most of the men were workmen, 
laborers working for the con- 
tractors, finishing up odd 
jobs, truck drivers waiting 
for their tractors to roll. 
Four of them wore red-lead 
colored helmets, laborers for 
the new firm. They called 
themselves PFC’s and referred 
to the white helmeted men, 
foremen for Dragon Cement, as 
Brass. 

Above them towered six huge 
cylinders, over 100 feet from 
the ground, each capable of 
holding 6000 bags of bulk ce- 
ment. A maze of pipes and 
machinery connected the cylin- 
ders with a building built o- 
ver one of the tracks of the 
abandoned Woburn Loop. 

A B&M official watched a 
switching engine push a bulk 
car into the building, and the 
cement began to pour into hop- 
pers - always under a slight 
negative pressure, to prevent 
spillage, 

Nearby, into a huge warehouse 
Yale forktrucks lifted pallets 
of bagged cement from railroad 
cars, and stowed them neatly 
in the warehouse - the fork- 
lift drivers wishing there was 
just a little more turning 
space in the cars, 

Other fork lift trucks car- 
ried the pallets to a loading 
platform where truck-trailers 
capable of carrying 18 tons 
waited, Rain dripped down, from 
the as yet unfinished pre- 
stressed concrete roof. 

A tank-truck-trailer, capable 
of carrying 18 tons of bulk 
concrete, was driven under the 
bulk loading platform - onto 
one of the two largest scales 
in the world. Both scales 
were under these tanks, and 
were 110 feet long, and capa 
ble of weighing 100,000 pounds 
The ‘Brass’ watched ~ R.H.B. 
Smith, Vice President of the 
Dragon Cement, Carl Purrington 
of the Boston office, Norman. 
Twembley of Wilmington, Plant 
Foreman, as workmen connected 
the overhead hopper to the 
waiting tank truck and the 
cement began to pour. 

It was 6:03 am., as the first 
truck rolled and the new plant 
was in operation,

AUGUST CHECK ON GLEN ROAD 

SCHOOL TRAFFIC CONDITIONS 
Chief of Police Paul Lynch, 
Monday night told the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Manager 
that it would be best to wait 
until ‘about August’ before 
attempting to see if correc- 
tive actions should be taken 
for Glen Road traffic, because 
of the Glen Road School.
